There are slight differences 
constantly coming up in the 
lives of God's children that 
would never be noticed if each 
was saturated with this fer- 
vent love. Besides his com- 
mand to love one another fer- 
vently Peter carries it a step 
farther making it more em- 
phatie by saying, ““And above 
all things have fervent char- 
ity (love ) among yourselves.’ 
(1 Peter 4:8.) Now if this 
fervent love is burning among 
us it will surely make a hot 
place for the person in our 
midst who is not saturated 
with it. Have this condition 
existing among us would cer- 
tainly soon melt the coldest 
heat. Bring a_ block of ice 
into a very hot room, it will 
scarcely chill the atmosphere, 
but will at once begin to melt 
and will soon disappear alto- 
gether. 

It was love that induced 
(od to send His only begot- 
ten Son into this world to re- 
deem us from sin. ‘God so 

oved the world that he gave 


His only begotten Son that 
whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.’’ (Jon. 3:16. ) 
His love was commended to- 
ward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died 
for us.’’ (Rom.5:8.) That 
was surely white-heated or 
ferventlove. This same ex- 
perience in us. then, is nec- 
essary for the development of 
a perfect christian character. 
We frequently call ourselves 
christians and yet do not pos- 
sess enough of this fervent 
love to keep us from having 
strife, or malice, or differences 
that can’t be passed by un- 
noticed. 

People pride themselves in 
being Christ-like so that 
devils can be cast out and 
people saved and _ healed. 
Christ-like in their conversa- 
tion, clean in their lives, free 
from sin and able by His pow- 
er to do wonders in healing, 
signs of tongues, taking up 
serpents and giving in a glow- 
ing testimony or preaching a 
great sermon and yet to mea- 
sure their whole nature by 
the great pattern. Jesus 
Christ, their. development of 
christian character is so scanty 
in comparison that they only 
seem to be like one deform- 
ed. One eye is lacking, one 
arm is too short, one foot too 
small, one side of the face is 
sunken, one shoulder droop- 
ed, or as adear friend we have 
often met in Florida who 
never had any lower limbs at 
all. Without love, yea, fer- 
vent love, the christian char- 
acter is dwarfed. 

-Know of some who have 
been used wonderfully in 
God’s service and honored by 


His presence marvelously, and 
yet when the test came they 
were so void of this white- 
heated love that they could 
not look over little mistakes 
of others and fall out with one 
another and husbands and 
wives talk about separating be- 
‘ause they could not agree. 
When people are possessed 
and saturated with this fervent 
love they will have differences 
settled before a word has been 
said, that is, before they make 
their appearance. 

If | love a person fervently 
[ can bear much from him 
and say nothing back. even if 
he is hurling at me abusive 
language. I’ve seen a little 
child in it’s mother’s arms 
slap her in the face so hard 
that the tears would start in 
her eyes, and love would take 
that same little hand and press 
it to her lips and tenderly fold 
the little thing closer to her 
bosom. Can't keep from re- 
ferring to Paul’s definition of 
love in 1Cor. 13. ‘‘Love suffer- 
eth long and is kind.’’ Recent- 
ly I received a letter from a 
brother who had been ex- 
amined for the ministry and 
failed. His qualifications 
were not suftient although he 
is a goodman. In his letter 
he expressed a deeper love for 
me than he had ever had be- 
fore. He expressed his ad- 
miration for those who would 
stand so uncompromisingly 
for the Bible. He did not 
show the least disposition of 
offence. Such a one must 
have some degree of love. 

Love doth not behave itself 
unseemly, but acts in a be- 
coming decent manner. —pos- 
sesses the characteristics of its 
Originator. “*Rejoiceth not 
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in iniquity, but rejoiceth in 
the — truth. Beareth all 
things.’’? Some can go through 
this world without it, but we 
must have a full supply. be- 
eause We are representing 
Him who brought it to this 
world. = This is one of His 
Inost = pressing. commands. 
This is my commandment, 
That ye love one another, as 
} have loved you.” (John 
15:12.) 

The people who are men- 
bers of God’s church are 
vbliged to possess a greater 
quantity of love than any 
people on earth, because this 
is one of the essentials not 
only for our cternal salvation 
and welfare, but because we 
represent the only church He 
instituted and it is the only 
one of which it is said He is 
the head. And as we profess 
sucha high standard of religion 
we are expected to demon- 
srrate a higher standard of 
moral excellence. This can 
only be done by having a 
fullness of this white heated 
love. ‘‘Herein is our love 
made perfect.”” (1 Jon 4:17.) 


‘certainly shows that we can 


reach such perfectin. This 
perfection will enable us to 


fulfil the commands of Jesus,” 


and His Holy aposties. With- 
out it we are failures and will 
sooner or later bring reproach 
on the worthy name of Jesus 
whom we love so well. 

| don’t think too much em- 
phasis can be placed upon this all 
important theme, It is not our 
purpose to merely write and 
talk about it, but make it so 
glowing in importance until our 
people everywhere’ will get 
down upon their faces and seek 
afull supply.

fended parties to look over the 
Weaknesses of affeuders, and 
tike some down from the 
throne of dictation until things 
Will run omoch smoother than 
heretolore. 

It is uatural tuo place the 
blame on others, but luve will 
take it onitself, Love will 
look over the human weakness 
of others and attribute the 
many mistakes to alack of 
knowledge rather than inten- 
tional error. Love will not be 
too hasty in passing judgment 
or making decisions. Have in 
mindone in whom my confid- 
ence would beshaken wereit not 
for the love | know 1 have for 
him.

&» Holiness is a state or condition 
of being holy. Sanctification, 
cleansing, purifying, or washing 
from all sinful defilement is the 
process of being made holy. 

The unsanctified heart has the 
remains of worldly love, pride self- 
ish ambition, self will, anger, 
malice, envy, jealousy, impatience, 
evil thoughts, evil speaking, divis- 
ions, wranglings, disputings etc. etc. 
and nothing can keep these things 
under control, but the grace of 
God. But Jesus does not want 
us to keep these things under con- 
trol, but has provided in His gos- 
pel that they be completely destroy- 
ed and removed from the hearts of 
the children of God. “‘The blood 
of Jesus cleanseth from all sin’’ 
and again it issaid Jesus gave Him- 
self for the church that He might 
sanctify it, ‘‘that he might present 
it to himself a glorious Church not 
having spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing, but that it should be holy 
and without blemish.‘" When this 
cleansing and sanctifying is accom- 


plished instead of all these unchrist- ° 


like things mentioned, there will 
belove, purity, patience, kindness, 
longsuifering, brotherly love, sub- 
mission, in honor prefering one 
another, gentleness, self-denial, 
pure thoughts, right conversation, 
no disputings, or wranglings. There 
will be the spirit of Jesus manifest- 
ed and ruling our life. 

This great work of sanctification 
is variously spoken of throughout 
the Old and New Testiment, and 
is said to be wrought out in the 
heart of the believer by faith. 
Some have vainly contended that 
it comes by growth, while others 
gay it is by works, and some cven 


say that“it does not¥come at*all 
until death, but the Bible makes it 
plain that itis for God’s childrenjin 
this life and that it comes by,faith 
in the blood of Jesus. It therefore 
must be an instantaneous work. 
The point of full submission to the 
will of God and faith for complete 
cleansing may not be gained in an 
instant, but when that point is 
gained the cleansing will take place 
at once, 

No doubt many have claimed and 
professed the experience who have 
never received it, as their works 
and words plainly show, but the 
truth remains, «nd whenever faith 
scales the height and appropiates 
the cleansing, the blessing will 
surely come. 

And again we are persuaded that 
there are many who get the bless- 
ing in reality who do not retain it. 
There may be several reasons for 
their losing it, but no doubt the 
principal one is that they fail to 
stay right in touch with Jesus every 
moment. There seems to be an 
idea that after getting sanctified it 
is not so necessary to watch and 
pray and be careful lest a misstep 
should be made. It would perhaps 
be a great help to us could we al- 
ways bear in mind that the only 
way to keep pure and holy in God’s 





sight is to keep right under the - 


cleansing blood of Jesus. The 
moment you wander out from be- 
neath the blood this train of evi] 
thoughts, feelings, dispositions ete. 
are ready tO pounce upon you a- 
gain. So we do not only need the 
blood to sanctify us in the outset of 
our Christian life, but we need it 
each moment all the way.  ‘‘Walk 
in the Spirit and ye shall not ful- 





fil the lust (or desire) of the flesh.’’ 
We are safe only when we are cov- 
ered or wrapped in the power of 
Goa. 

If we would abide in the power 
of the Spirit, enjoying the fullness 
of Pentecost we must be kept pure 
in heart and life by the redeeming 
blood of Jesus. 

None but a pure heart can bear 
the fruits and powers of Pentecost. 
Uneleanness or sin of any kind, in 
thought, word or act is destructive 
to the Spirit’s work within the hu- 
man heart and life. 

This work of cleansing is called 
in the Bible, death, crucifixion, 
putting off the old man, the body 
of sin destroyed, purging elec. etc. 
These very expressions give us some 
idea of what a powerful work it is. 
It is so definite, radical and thor- 
ough. We should not run over it 
lightly as though it were a matter 
of little importance.  .\ definite 
experience of purity will help 
through all the dificulties of the 
future. But if we are deficient on 
this line it becomes a barrier and 
hindrance in all our future pro- 
gress in the deep things of spiritual 
life. 

Therefore it is to your eternal 
interest to be sure that your heart 
is thoroughly cleansed of the least 
remains of worldly love and ambi- 
tion, pride, impatience, self-seek- 
ing, andall that pertains to the 
worldly spirit.
